CASSEIIOLK oa DKESSED Morrox. -To have 


it an it should be, the dish must be lined 
with mashed .potatoes, the mutton nicely 
minced and properly seasoned, placed in the 
dish, a little stock added, and then covered 
over with mashed potatoes, roughened with 
a fork, and placed before the fire, until the 
dish assumes tho appearance of a nicely 
browned baked hedgehog. The hotter served 
tho better it will be rolisheJ, provided it has 
only been allowed to .simmer nnd not to 
boil. 


A Goon AND INEXPENSIVE HOLT.—The fol- 


lowing is a good soup for the family dinner 
table, and one that does not cost much : 
Threo pounds of tho neck of beef, one cow 
heel, a pennyworth of carrots ami turnips, 
half a head of celery, one bunch of tied up 
sweet herbs, four onions browned, one pint 
of peas, all put together in three quarts of 
water, and after boiling some hours, well 
strained. Ths best part of the cow hell may 
be cut iu square pieces and served up'in the 
soup.
